AS THE stomach goes into ac- 

tion, its walls expand and 
contract rhythmically, churning 
the food back and forth so that 
it becomes thoroughly mixed 
with the gastric juice and every 
portion of it comes in contact 
with the stomach wall. The di- 
ecstive juices seep from the walls 
of the stomach to mix with all 
food particles. The principal in- 
Rredients of gastric juice are hy- 
crochloric acid and pepsin. Here 
the proteins are broken up as the 
gastric juice breaks up the en- 
veloping connective tissue of the 
cells; sugars are transformed 
into glucose and fructose. The 
fat. globules are disseminated so 
that the juice can mix with 
them,

FTER the stomach contents 

are well mixed and churned 
and impregnated with gastric 
juice, the constrictor muscles at 
the lower end of the stomach, 
(the pyloric end) relax and some 
of the contents of the stomach 
ure poured into the duodenum, 
or upper portion of the intestine, 
where it is mixed with the secre- 
tions. from whe pancreas and 
liver which empty inlo the bowel 
at this point. The acid contents 
of the stomach enter the duo- 
denum which is alkaline, the 
chemical stimulation probably 
excites the pancreas to throw 
out its juice which is also alka- 
line, to overcome the acid con- 
tents coming from the stomach.

HE liver and gall bladder pro- 

vide bile which also joins the 
pancreatic juice to further re- 
Guce the carbo-hydrates and 
sugars into glucose and break up 
the fats. This renders them more 
soluble and enables them to mix 
more readily with the water in 
the juice. Each step in digestion, 
is designed to soften and break 
up all kinds of food. to make 
them more soluble and liquid 
and thus to promote their ab- 
sorption. Each step in the pro- 
cess follows in regular order the 
previous one, and is probably to 
a great extent governed’ by 
cremical stimulation as well as 
by nervous refiexes. 

NTIL the food passes out cf 

the ducdenum and into the 
wpper illum, or the small in- 
testine. very little abscrption of 
food elements has taken place. 
‘The mouth, stomach. and duo- 
denum by the aid of the pan- 
creas and liver have thrown out 
secretions which have softened 
the fibre and tendons and con- 
nective tissues of meats, also the 
cclluldse. coating of vegetables 
ang roots. They have broken up 
the globuies of fats and oils and 
held them in either solution or 
suspension. ‘This rendered them 
more liquid. so they could be 
more readily acted on by the in- 
testinal juice or ‘“‘succus enteri- 
cus.” Actual absorption or diges- 
tion takes place in the small in- 
testine. This will be considered 
tomorrow.

Wintcr not only brings a 
change in beauty routines, but in 
cosmetics. For cleansing, use 
light creams that melt on touch- 
ing your skin, or use oils. Mus- 
cle oils or special facial oils, fol- 
lowed by a richer, heavier cream 
ar, best for softening. The van- 
ishing creams and powder lo- 
tions that were so nice during 
the summer are too drying now, 
and in place of them you must 
use oily foundations, unless your 
skin naturally tends to be very 
oily.

AT BREAKFAST

REAKFASTS, followed by 

bridge or other femes, are 
becoming an increasingly popu- 
lar means of entertaining, The 
ideal time for a breakfast party 
is on a Sunday morning or a 
holiday when there is no hurry 
or confusion and the homemaker 
can find time to do the litle 
extras (hat make a meal truly 
enjovable. 

Set the hour anywhere between 
ten and twelve—possibly a little 
Jater if you know that your 
fuests are early risers and will 
have a morning snack at home.

Parent Infiucnces Child 

Leonard’s mother is wondering 
whether it pays to have the eve 
mlosses fixed. if he won't wear 
them. The fact tnat he refuses, 
however, must not be construed 
as proof that he can get along 
well without them. In frequent 
cases children are duil in school 
due to poor sight. And juvenile 
Gelindquency may be traced to 
the same source in some in- 
stances. A child's vision is a pre- 
cicus thing, and the proper at- 
feution during the carly years 
Imray mean the strengcihening of 
poor sight. Where vision is con- 
genitally weak, it may keep it 
from diminishing. 

A child’s attitude toward eye 
giasses depends upon his parents’ 
attitude. If they are disappoint- 
ed because he must wear glasses, 
or appear not to care one way 
Or the other whether ‘1e wears 
them or not. they are creating a 
problem for the child. They won't 
have to talk about the matter 
incessently for him to know how 
they feel, either. 

Parents have no right to ex- 
Fect a child to accept the idea 
of wearing glasses without a 
murmur unless they themselves 


do. We have proof that it works 
in the fact that in famihes 
where either ‘the mother or 


father wears glasses a child will 
put them on at the doctor’s 
orders and think nothing more 
of it.

Baren Wakatsuki, onc of the 
younrest Piemiers in Japan's 
history, was a poor boy who be- 
gun his career as a country 
scncol teacher. His pay as a 
teacher was $1.75 monthly. A 
Blanc: at his history shows that 
something of the steady persist- 
ence and consistent ability 
which has brought him from 
humble birth to great honor as 
one of .his country’s foremost 
statesmen. 

He was born of the Okmuro 
family, in Shimane Prefecture. 
hear the sea, on the west coast 
of Japan, He seems to have been 
such a brilliant school teacher 
that his fame spread and he was 
adopted, according to the Japa- 
hese custom, into the powerful 
_Wakatsuki family, whereupon he 
Gropred his family name. Later 
he attended law school at the 
Imperial University in Tokyo, 
and then became a member of 
the Ministry of Finance. He 
served here in various capacities, 


until called to the portfolio of 
Home Affairs in the coalition 
cabinet of the late’ Viscount 
Kato 


At one time, Baron Wakatsuki 
was Japanese Finance Commis- 
sioner in New York and. later 
Niinister Finance in the Kat- 
suro and Okuma cabinets. With 
Viscount Goto, he accompanied 
General Prince Katsuro, then 
Premier, on a European tour via 
Siberia, The party was called 
home from Moscow by the death 
of the labo Empero Meiji. 

Wher Katsuro organized the 
Kenuseikai party, Wakatsuki was 
one of his early lieutenants and 
rode with the party to the Pre- 
mie. ship

\ (TH Admiral Byrd and_ his 
party somewhere on the high 
Seas, headed for the South Pole, 
perhaps it "is fitting to recall 
other polar expeditions which 
were not so well equipped for 
such a task of research and 
which unfortunately were not as 
successful as was the Admiral's 
first expedition to the Antarctic. 

More than 100 years ago, a 
sallant young Frenchman, 
Baron Poret de Blosseville, who 
headed the first French polar 
expedition, was dashed to the 
rocks of the bleak eastern coast 
of Greenland and his entire 
party drowned. The Baron was a 
native of Rouen, only 31 years 
old, but already he had acquired 
quite a reputation as a geogra- 
pher, when he sailed from 
France with his Norman crew 
for the frigid north in 1833. Un- 
til August 15, 1833, the explora- 
tion brig “Lilloise’ exchanged 
signals with French fishing ships 
ardund Greenland and the last 
known report came from a 
schooner “Gabrielle.” which 
thought it identified the “Lil- 
loise”’ at a distance of a league 
and a half. 

In one of his last reports, 
brought back by a returning 
fishing boat, the young navieca- 
tor described the east coast of 
Greenland and gave the name 
Blosseville Land to an inhospit- 
able section of the coast which 
he soughi in vain to conquer. 
Several attempts to land men 
from his crew failed and severa! 
boats were lost. Those waters are 
filled with floating ice during 
August and are open to naviga- 
tion for only three months of 
the year. It seems probable that 
the brig remained too long in 
the closing ice and was caught 
in the ice flow and crushed. 

Nothing was ever heard again 
after the “Gabrielle” report, and 
French expeditions were sent 
hack to Greenland in 1834, 1835 
and 1836, but were able to pick 
up no traces of the missing 
“Lilloise.” The brave crew was 
not prepared for life on land 
during the severe northern win- 
ters, and even if men did suc- 
ceed in reaching shore, there is 
liitle doubt they soon died. 

Since 1836, the sacrifice of the 
little expedition whicr Baron de 
Blosseville led has been forgot- 
te by all but explorers. Recent- 
ly, Dr. Jean Charcot, upon his 
return from Scoresby Sound, re- 
ceived a letter from the Danish 
explorer Ejnar Mikkelsen, which 
reopened interest in the tragedy 
of more than a century ago. 

Mikkelsen. and his crew. with 
modern equi,.nent and steam, 
had succeeded in making the 
first landing on Blosseville Land, 
just to the north of Scoresby 
Sound. The Danish party found 
no traces of any habitation, but 
the visit was the prelude to the 
official abservance by the French 
of the hundredth anniversary of
